“TWO MONTHS ON THIS SIDE” 
MAY MEAN COLIAER WAS

WASHINGTON, June 4.——Did the 
German submarines which raided 
American shipping off the Jersey 
coast destroy the missing collier 
Cyclops, or did they capture her at 
sea, put aboard a prise crew and 
send her to Germany?

PASSENGERS OFF LINER

8 Reach Atlantic City After

WEAR SAILORS’ CLOTHES. 

Some of the women were attired 
§ rough blue overalls and jumpers 
borrowed from the crew. The hair 
streaked across their faces was 
plastered down by the mixture of 
salt and water used in an effort to 
revive them when they fainted. 

One woman fainted as a life guard 
lifted her from the yawl and ran 
to the tent with her. At that mo- 
ment, the notes of the “Star Span- 
gied Banner“ floated into the tent

HARBOR PLANS.

CHICAGO, June 4.—A graphie 


story cf his capture by a German 
submarine when the liner Arcadia 
was torpedoed last November, and 
his later escape from a prison camp 
after he had killed two sentries and 
stolen plans of the harbors of Os- 
tend and Zeebrugge, was given by 
Henry Priessman on his arrival in 
Chicago today to enlist as an am- 
bulance driver for the Red Cross. 

Priessman recently was given an 
honorable discharge from the navy 
because of a wound he received 
when he dived from the deck of the 
submarine which attacked the Ar- 
cadia to rescue his brother. 

“After ordering the six surviving 
sailors of the Arcadia below,” he 
said, “the submarine was sub- 
merged, and only eleven of the fifty 
civillans on her deck managed to 
reach a life raft. I was kept a pris- 
oner on the craft without food or 
drink for sixty hcurs, during which 
time the Germans tried to force me 
to give them information by wind- 


ing it. 

“I was taken to Ostend as a pris- 
oner, and for seventy-two days I 
was held there. During this time I 
became acquainted with two Eng- 
lish officers arid four American sol- 
diers, who were taken in the first 
drive. On the 22nd of February we 
made our escape in German uni- 
forma. I stole some plans from one 
of the German officefs, who was 
sleeping after a carouse. Later I 
turned these papers, which were the 
plane of the harbors of Ostend and 
Zeebrugge, over to the naval auther- 
ities, and eleven days later the 
great raid was made. 

“One of the English officers had 
eut a hole through the barbed- 
wire entanglements surrounding our 
camp, and through this we made 
our escape after killing two sentries. 
We made our wey across Belgium 
— Helland, and thence to Eng- 
land.”
